The examination of the 
siudenU of tbe Agricultural College, at Man- 
hattan, of thin stale, ha* been held lately, and 
hare i* acme account of it The atudeut* are 
of both sexes, and I war gratified V *ee that the 
ladies did quite a* well an the gentlemen in the 
higher mathematic* and Greek. Two of the 
Professors told roe they had carefully ob- 
served the advancement <»t pupils, with re- 
ference to the difference of mind, between 
young men aud women, and they agreed that 
the ladies fully equal the gentlemen, and the 
boat mathematician that haa ever been in 
the school, waa of the latter. The ladiea de 
lirered virginal orationM. just the same aa tbe 
gentlemen. 

I talked with several of the girls concerning 
Woman Hufftage, and they all expressed them 
aelvea anxious' to have, equal political rights 
with men. 1 vm also told by one of them, 
that all the ladies that hare yet graduated, and 
a large majority of those now in attendance 
doaire the franchise- And yet thjs is not the 
result of tbe particular system of teaching of 
this institution, for I am sorry to say that some 
Of the Professors are opposed to Woman Suf- 
frage ; but simply becanse tbe day ha* come 
when educated women refuse te be act aside 
like nonentities. 

Over a hundred pupils are in attendance and 
the school is in a very flourishing condition. 
In their endowment fund they have ever IPKi,- 
000 on interest, Iwaides half a million in unsold 
lands.

The resolution* were too many and long for ' 
our apace, bat here are two : 

Resolved, TVal We are Indelibly opposed to all at- 1 
temple on the pari of capitalist* to cheapen and degrade 
American labor by the Introduction of a aervUe > laae of j 
laborer! from China or elaewbere, while at the aaim 
time we heartily welcome aD voluntary emigrant* from , 
every clime, and pledge them our sympathy and enconr 
agement tn effort* to secure for themselves and their 
children home* on American soil. 

Beeolved, That the w or sing of women and children 
over ten hours a day la the result of capital * power over 
labor ; and that we, a* a convention, do oppose the long 
boars that working women are obliged to submit to. 
and will do all tn our power to onunterart the *amr 

The discrimination in the first resolution is 
well worth conipdonng. The present and pro- 
posed systems of importation of lslmror* by capi- 
talist*, are little better than slavery to the im- 
ported tbemsclvek ; and all laborers are degrad- 
ed In position and mast be in wagon too by their 
presence. 

Bat whst will become of domestic household 
service, especially of cooking, and all kitchen 
work under the " ten boars s dsv * system de- 
manded in the second ? Three meals a day, all 
fought, cooked, eaten, and dinhee washed and 
pnt away, in ten honrs would make busy work 
in roost households. Bat no matter for that, 
if the thing is right And that ten boors of the 
twenty-fonr are enough to give to labor, nobody 
osn doubt, only 1st them be wisely and equally 
distributed. 

Most of the speakers were from Massachu- 
setts. Mrs. Daniels of Boston, whose name has 
often appeared in To* Rrvm.mos, introduced 
the qsostion of suffrage for woman, but she wa* 
soon called, or rather clamored to order on tb» 
ground of irrelevancy, though evidently a large 
proportion of the convention won Id gladly have 
heard her through. Kbe did not, however, dwr 1 
long upon If.

with men, Khali teach a school, or manage any 
other branch of business, and be recognized by 
the world as deserving equal aompennatiin. 

Observation has taught me that there is great 
power in the ballot. Men are often so anxious 
alKiut the way in which one is to be cast, that 
not only the most polite deportment, favors, al- 
most innumerable, but money , real greenback*, 
or f/otd, are showered in profusion around the 
possessor of one of these little slips of jiaper.
